2012 Highlights 

• Parking Meter Zone created for Gateway to L.A. Meters to be installed 
in November. 

• Ocean Express video produced and playing on in-room channels and 
hotel consolidated shuttles. Ridership rebounded starting in June and 
is now 2.5% ahead of 2011 ytd. 

• Contracted for an Economic Benefits Report which showed: 

o 43.3 million in annual tax receipts to city of L.A. 
o 13,160 jobs 

• ULI - Tap study generated interest from the Mayor's office on 
economic development opportunities 

• LAWA has submitted a grant application for streetscape
